Photographs and other pictures are 
transm itted as cipher messages over 
ordinary telegraph lines by the new 
process of E m ile Fortong, a German. 
The picture is inserted in an electric 
apparatus, 
which autom atically d e ­ 
composes and registers the consecu­ 
tive elem ents ot the image, the record 
for each elem ent or point being u 
num ber or tigure, which is perforated 
on a stiip of paper. 
The porfoiations 
indicate in proper order tbo coio. 
values ot shades ou a scale ot live 
degrees or more. 
When the record is 
received through auy telegraph office, 
it is taken to the second instrum ent, 
which has keys like thos9 of a ty pe­ 
writer, 
aud 
ou striking the keys 
corresponding to the successive n u m ­ 
bers, the operator obtains in half au 
hour a printed and enlarged rep ro ­ 
duction of the image. 
Surgical grafting, still in its in ­ 
fancy, has extended with the develop­ 
m ent of antiseptic methods, and now 
includes tissues of all kinds, parts ot 
organs and even entire otgans.

The form of electric 
lamp 
now 
being developed by the inventors of 
the Heiiou 
iilam ent— Prof. 11. 
Parker and W. G. Clark —is intended 
for constant pressure circuits, and 
geneiates light from a 
conducting 
tilm lining the bore of a small qu artz 
tube. 
A feature is th a t the q uartz 
tube perm its the passngo of the short 
wave-lengths of ultra-violet light, a 
qu an tity of such rays being given olf 
by the conducting Him. 
The effici­ 
ency of the lamp is iucieased by eoat- 
iug tho surface with thorium oxide. 
Under the combined influence of the 
heat and tho ultra-violet rays this 
coating glows with the characteristic 
iucaudesccnce ot the Welsbach mantle, 
and a powerful light isjproduced with 
great economy of electric energy. 
The aurora borealis is attrib u ted to 
cathode rays by both Prof. B irkelaud 
a Norwegian, 
niul 
M. 
V illard, a 
French physicist. 
In some ex peri­ 
ments by the former, the onrth lias 
been 
represented 
by 
a 
spherical 
electro magnet wrapped in copper foil 
spread with barium platino-cyanidc. 
The barium salt became lumiuese.ent 
on exposuie to a pencil of cathode 
rays, and on exciting the m aguet tho 
light seemed to concentrate round the 
poles and threw out auroral streamers. 
The 
difference 
between 
the 
two 
theories is th at 
ouo 
supposes the 
cathode rays to come trom the sun 
while the other 
assigns to them a 
terrestrial origin. 
R efrigeration of powder magazines 
is suggested by Ch. Tellier, a French 
engineer, as a safeguard agaiust such 
explosions 
as th at ot M outtaucon, 
France. 
This occurred on Sept. Ill, 
and seems to have been connected 
with tho inteuse heat ot the last of 
August, 
the 
extreme influence of 
which could not reach the magazine 
through several yards of earth until 
after considerable time.

tended th at cooling to 15 degrees oi 
50 degrees F. with the apparatus now

Darwin dem onstrated in 1870, that a 
portion of the e a rth ’s crust has been 
thrown otf 
by tidal action, forming 
the moon. 
T'be surface 
density ot 
the 
present continents is about 2.7, 
the meau density of tbe moon appear­ 
ing to be 8.4, or n et far from _tbat 
of the 
missing continents 
to the 
depth reached. 
The moon, it is com ­ 
puted, equals a mass having the sur 
taee area ot the teiiestrial oceans and 
a depth of 36 miles, and it is con 
eluded that the crust, when 36 miles 
thick, must have been toru away over 
three-fourths ot the earth, tbe re ­ 
m ainder breaking apart to form the 
Eastern ami Western continents, with 
Australia aud o th er islands. 
These 
continental 
aud 
island 
fragments 
floated like great ice floes on liquid 
materials ot a density ot 3.7 or more. 
This great ru p tu re gave the e a rth ’s 
surface its chief irregularities; with a 
mean 
difference 
of 
th iee 
miles 
between tbe levels of the continental 
plateaus aud the ocean beds, and as 
tbe water coudensed in the cooling 
depressions, with the Pacific where 
most ot the Moon had been, the dry 
laud 
was 
formed 
th at 
has made 
human life possible. 
We m ay-con­ 
sider th at without this change the 
earth would be now in tbe condition 
of Venus, with water over its whole 
surface. 
N atural silk is soon to he entirely 
replaced by wood pulp, as maddei 
aud indigo have been supplautod by 
artificial products, in the opiuiou ol 
tho German Association of Chemical 
Industry. 
A new Belgian silk, that 
of Dr. Thiele, is among the iateit 
advances. 
In this a thread of 40 fila 
menta is substituted for th at oí 8 or 0 
in n atural silk, aud the thread is less 
tubular, more piiaut 
and of better 
coveriug power than artificial silk 
with fewer strands. This process, like 
some others, ia adaptod for making 
artificial horsehair.

operating mines, quarries, oil wells, 
ole. 
The object of this is to rend out 
inquiries in order to ascertain from 
tbe replies ibe am ount aud value of 
the product of the respective pro­ 
perties each year. 
These replies are never published, 
exhibited to anyone, or made public 
in any way. 
The Ugures subm itted 
are used only in making up totals of 
the different substances in tbe various 
counties of the state. 
The bureau 
realizes (eifectly th at owners of p ro ­ 
perties do not care to have any one in 
their Hue of business, or any other, 
kuow exactly what their o utput or its 
value may he. 
F or this reason every 
care is taken that such mutters will 
bo kept entirely scoret. 
It is necess­ 
ary, however, to obtain separate i n ­ 
dividual returns in order to make up 
tbe totals.

Controling flood Waters. 


The lo n e Kobo is urging the in cor­ 
poration of the valley 
town, on the 
ground that a proper system of levees 
conld then be provided for the pro­ 
tection 
ot the town 
against flood 
waters, 
such 
as have 
visited that 
section 
during the 
recent storms. 
The policy 
of bu ild in g 
levees foi 
protection of the 
lowland 
towns is 
open 
to 
seriou s 
objection. 
It is 
doubful whether it has afforded per­ 
manent protection in any instance. 
iudecd, 
it 
is more apt to bring 
greater disaster in the end than if no 
levees w eio^ m ilt. 
It is nature’s plan 
to overflow 
th e valleys in flood tim e, 
add nature- brooks no control of her 
Jaws. 
'Tii 6:.val le y s have been made by 
the waahot detritu s from the highlands 
in flood tim es. 
It is contrary to the 
established order of things to c o n ­ 
fine the river beds to narrow ahaunels 
by means of h igh , em bank m en ts 
ou 
either side. 
N a tu re’s way is to raise 
the 
surrounding 
country 
by 
the 
leposit of sedim ent in corresponding 
ratio with the bed of the stream. 
But 
tho tendency ot the levee method is 
to raise the bed of the river or oreek 
without any raise of 
the bordering 
lauds. . The inevitab le result of this 
process, sooner or later is that the 
bed of tho stroam is even tually 
b u ilt 
up higher than the lauds outsid e ot 
the levees. 
E ventually, 
the 
ievoe 
m ust give way, and 
the stream 
for 
sakes its old channel, and perm anent­ 
ly forms a new one. 
The protecting 
levees, burners erected in restraint ot 
natural 
forces, 
become 
absolu tely 
worthless, and the costly system must 
be started anew. 
Jt is claim ed by 
some that the bod, of buttor creek is 
now higher in piaces than som e por­ 
tions of the streets. 
There can be but 
ono outcom e 
of 
this con d ition of 
affairs—the flooding of the low places 
in tim es of overflow. 
Restraining 
ievoes may postpone the evil day for 
a time, but cannot remedy tho evil. 
A more feasible plan is su ggested 
in assisting, 
rather 
than trying to 
thwart, 
the 
cou-se 
of nature, 
by 
doepeuing the bed of 
the n atu ial 
channel, and cu ttin g add ition al water 
coiirse9 to divert 
flood 
waters, 
as 
necessity demands; beyond the danger 
point of cities 
or towns 
in close 
proxim ity 
to 
the 
stream. 
This 
strikes us as a far m oie 
efficient 
method of protection 
than 
the d is ­ 
credited lovee system.

Mr aud Mrs Doyle, of Hunts gulch 
received a note from Lorena Olmstead 
dated Sacramento, March 23, convey­ 
ing the sad news that her brother W. 
E. Ulmstead, lost his litc on a freight 
train, 
near 
Redding, 
on Tuesday 
uight of last

near Sims in 
Bbasta county. 
Tbe young mnu was 
employed as fireman on the Southern 
Pacific. 
He was on a freight train 
consisting of five cars. 
The accident 
occurred at 10:30 at night. 
It was at 
the height of the storm. 
Two hun­ 
dred feet of the track was washed out 
and iu tbe darkuess the train plunged 
iuto the ditch. 
The engineer C. B. 
Dilly, was soverly bruised about the 
head. 
Olmstead was missed after the 
accident.

Mrs Martha E. Udell, whose shady 
career is known in part at least to 
many residents of Amador county, 
met a tragic death in Oregon last 
week at the hands ot her latest hus­ 
band whom she had deserted, after 
securing 
his hard-earned 
savings. 
She had been regarded for many' years 
as one of the most daring, shrewd 
and uuscruplous adventuresses that 
ever operated in this state. 
Amador 
county was the theatre of a number 
of her adventures. 
She first e.ame 
iuto notoriety in this county some 
twelve years back, when McManus, 
her hubsand at that time, was shot 
and killed by her alleged lather, J. 
D. Maxwell. 
The McMauuses were at that time 
renting the tarm of 11. Page, below 
Drytown. 
Maxwell was ^occupying a 
cabin, alone, on the Cosumnes river, 
several 
miles 
distant. 
MoManus 
went to the Maxweil cabin one morn­ 
ing, and soon after reaching there 
was killed by Maxwell. 
The slayer's 
version of tho tragedy was that the 
killing was done iu sell'-detense, hut 
sotno circumstauces did not support 
this story. 
However, there was uo 
eye-wituoss to contradict the defend­ 
an t’s story, aud the jury acquitted 
him. 
Mrs McManus appeared as the 
prosecuting witness. 
iu after years' 
she represented to her niutrimouiai 
dupes that she owued rich mines iu 
Amudor couuty. 
Bhe 
did own some 
alleged gravel claims in the ueigbboi - 
hood of Lockwood’s 
statiou, aud 
other places in this county. 
They 
were never knowu to produce any 
gold worth mentioning, nevertheless 
they were made to play au important 
part iu furthering 
the schemes of 
this designing woman in dipping iuto 
the jiockets 
of hor 
victims. The 
lollovviug account of her career, aud 
of her tragic end, taken from the 
¡Sacramento Bee, will he read with 
iuteiest by our readers: 
Oregon City (Ore.), March 23.—As 
result of a lrighttul tragedy hero 
this morning, Mr und Mrs Wiliiaai 
Henderson are dead aud Johu Max­ 
well, reputed 
father 
of the dead 
woman, is wouuded, probably fatally. 
Henderson, half crazed 
because his 
wife persisted in her refusal to live 
with him, fired Hve shots from a 38- 
caliber Golt’s revolver, killing his 
wife, seriously 
wounding Maxwell, 
and then biew out his brains. 
The 
Hendersons 
wete 
married in Bau 
Francisco March 30, 1906, aud prior 
to tho fire kept a lodging house-there 
Their married life was unhappy, 
however, aud Mrs Heuderson went to 
Maxwell’s 
heme 
at 
Latrobe, 
El 
Dotado oouuty, California. 
Maxwell 
is well known there, being a member 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and a past noble grand of the Inde­ 
pendent Order ot Udd Fellows. 
Martied Many Times. 
Mrs Henderson had been 
married 
four or five times and a former hus­ 
band was named Udell. 
At his death 
he willed 
her a 160-acre 
tarm at 
Kerby, Josephine 
county, 
Oregon, 
and she had considerable money, as 
$2,700 belonging to her was found iu 
Maxwell’s pockets. 
Lust Jauuary Mrs Henderson com­ 
menced a suit for divorce iu this city. 
This morning Henderson entered the 
William Tell House, where his wifo 
and Maxwell were staying, and after 
some words shot both, 
and 
then 
killed himself. 
The 
woman 
hnd 
married Heuderson to keep him from 
testifying 
against 
her in a 
suit 
brought by Johu A. 
Horn 
in an 
Oakland court Apiil 3, 1906 to re­ 
cover $800, which Mrs Heuderson, 
who was then Mrs Martha Odeli, had 
induced him to put into a mining 
scheme of hers. 
As far as can be learned the woman 
began her career of crime in this city 
aud figured iu almost every grade of 
human degradation, from tbe picking 
of a pocket to murder. 
Bhe first 
became known to tbe police in 1895, 
when her father, Joseph D. Maxwell, 
killed her husband, Daniel McMuuus, 
aud 
esuaped 
punishment 
for tho 
killing, although tbe womau herself 
used every endeavor to secure bet 
father’s conviction, for the reason 
that had he been sent to the gallows 
she would have had free control of a 
number of small mines in which be 
was interested. 
Married Expressman. 
Some two years before this killing 
tho womau, kuoxu as Martha E. Max­ 
well, 
was earning 
her living U3 a 
nurse aud bnuiekeeper iu this city. 
About this time she married 
Dan 
McManus, 
an 
expressman, 
whose

O. Mill's. ' Tho couple 
engaged a 
building nt the northeast oorner of 
Beventh aud Mstreets, where they con­

near 
LatrJbe, just over the El Dorado liue. 
After the killing of Dan McManus, 
which was done at tho instanco of tbe 
woman, who hoped to get rid ot hus­ 
band aud 
father at oue swoop, 
so 
that she could guin control of the 
miues they had located, she took up 
with a Charles Browbait, a bunco 
steerer and three-card moute man, a 
former member of a “ big m it” gang 
who were 
driven out 
of Council 
Bluffs. 
The couple went to Ban Francisco 
and were located for a time at 417 
Mission street; 
later they came to 
Sacramento and secured quarters at 
628 1 street, opposite tho oounty jail, j 
where they operated a so-called miu- 
iug and employment office that was 
used as a cloak for their scheme* to 
fleece the unwary. 
— 
Rich Young Widow.- 
The woman caused an advertisement 
to he insetted in tbe Hau Francisco 
Examiner and iu Eastern papers to 
the effect that a rich young widow 
without iucumbiauces, 
who owned 
productive mines, desired to meet an 
honorable man with some capital who 
would develop the mines, etc. 
Her First Victim. 
Her first victim was a well-to-do 
man named James Watts, who hung 
around the 1 street establishment for 
a couple 
of months 
like a moth 
around a caudle, and then disappear­ 
ed. 
He was last seen alive in tbe 
company of Mrs Browbart, and when 
Watt's lifoless body was tound some 
weeks later lying al the edge of a 
slough north of Jibboom street atten­ 
tion was drawn to tbe woman aud her 
husbaud, who were taken into custody 
ou suspicion by the sheriff. 
The body of Watts was found by 
some 
hoys. 
His skull 
had been 
crushed in by a heavy piece of me­ 
tallic slag that lay near tbe body. 
A 
heavy gold watch and chain belong­ 
ing to Watts was discovered in a local 
pawnshop, and eventually the murder 
of Watts was traced to the bands of 
William Westlake, another dope of 
this notorious womau, and 
he was 
couvioted aud is now serving a Jife 
souteuce at 
Folsom Prison for tbe 
crime.

It was supposed by tbe authoiities 
that the killing of Watts(was instigat­ 
ed by the woman, 
but she was so 
shrewd that 
they were uuable to 
oouneet her directly with the crime, 
and evontually 
she and 
BrowliaYt 
were discharged from ouBtody. 
Browbart Quit. 
This close escape frightened Brow- 
hart, 
who took to drink, lost his 
nerve and refused to be any longer au 
accomplice to the woman in fleecing 
tbe unwary. 
Eventually he straight­ 
ened up aud obtained employment as 
a waiter in a lestaurant, aud passed 
out ot 
this 
remarkable 
woman’s 
influence. 


Another dupe of tho womau made 
his appearance about this lime, com­ 
ing trom Detrot, Mich., where he had 
seen her advertisement iu a paper. * 
He fe'l in lovu with Martha, 
aiid 
Browbart, being oqt ot tho way. they 
were married, and Martha 
becurné 
Mrs Frank O’Dell, hut still kept her 
advertisemeut about the rich young 
widow in the papers. 
Ruined Two Lives. 
Her next victim was a young tele­ 
graph operator from Phoenix, A ri­ 
zona. 
Whon the advertisement met 
bis eye, be wus about to be married 
to an estimable young woman of I hat 
place, and they were preparing their 
tutuie home. 
He cainó to Sacra­ 
mento, fell under the wiles of Martha, 
broke his engagement, and was abont 
to place the tew tbouasud dollars he 
possessed iD Martha's hands, whon 
his eyes wero opened. 
Calling 
at her 
apartments one 
morning, he caught a glimpse of tbe 
woman, who was iu another loom, by 
aid of a mirror, iu I he aruis 
of 
another man. 
This incident 
took 
place in a fashionable boarding house 
where Mrs O'Dell had secured apait- 
ments by moans of forged references. 
Finding that his supposed rich young 
widow was not all that he pictured, 
this man went to the police, made 
inquiries, and bad his eyos opened. 
He left, for Ban Francisco with the 
intention to return 
and right tbe 
wrong he bad done his former love in 
breaking their engagement. 
IJe tell 
in bad oompauy, however, lost his 
money, and 
when 
he 
arrived iu 
Phoenix, found that bis bet rol tied 
had died ot a broken heart. 
He end­ 
ed his life with a pistol shot on the 
green mound that covered her re­ 
mains. 
. 
Dropped O ’Dell. 
After 
Mrs 
O ’Dell succeeded 
in 
getting all of U’Deli’s money, 
she 
dropped hint and disappeared for a 
time from Sacramento, aud the next 
that was known ot her was that she 
was brought to tiiul in tbe Federal 
Courts for jumping mining claims. 
Bhe was so shrewd, however, that she 
kept just within tbe limit of the law 
aud escaped conviction 
Her Lnst Victim. 
How many more victims the woman 
obtaiued is unknown, but it- is be­ 
lieved that they numbered scores, for 
as soon as she obtained (holr money 
she dropped them. 
Her last victim 
was the man who killed har. lie was 
a railroad man from the East, who 
came iu answer to her advertisement, 
aud who proved to be the hardest one 
to handle ot all that fell within her 
wiles. 
Time after time he 
broke 
away from her influences. 
Eventually she married him and got 
control of some $3000, all he had, 
when she dropped him as she bad tbe 
others, aud in company 
with her 
father, Joseph Maxwell, disappeared. 
For a timo they lived iu Stockton, 
but learning that Heuderson was on 
her trail, they again disappeared. 
Henderson went to Spokane, where 
he resumed railroading, spending all 
that he made In endeavoring to gain 
trace ot the womau who hail ruined 
his life. Ho found her Batiirdny, and 
the tragedy that ensued in the Oregon 
city hotel ends the story.

The first effect of cold on the skin Is 
to contract the tiny vessels that connect 
arteries and veins. 
Arteries are ves­ 
sels that take blood from the heart 
Veins are those that bring blood back 
to the heart, and the connecting ves­ 
sels are called capillaries. While these 
Uttle vessels are contracting the skin 
Itself becomes tenser. 
In a few mo­ 
ments or minutes the effects change. 
The tiny nerves whose stimulation 
caused contraction of the capillaries 
are more or less paralyzed, and the ves­ 
sels dilate so the skin gets red. 
Soon 
the veins are dilated, and the skin be­ 
comes bluish. Then the nutrient fluid 
In the skin (the lymph) is coagulated, 
and the stretched skin ruptures or 
“chaps.” If the cold Is more severe Its 
action Is deeper, and the blood Itself 
may be coagulated. This is frostbite. 


A o t B n th n . 
Persons who are troubled with rheu­ 
matism in Russia take ant baths as a 
cure. It is done in this way by the 
peasants near Moscow. 
Finding an 
ants’ nest be puts into a linen bag the 
ants, their eggs and necessarily consid­ 
erable dirt. Returning to the home, he 
plunges into the hot water of the bath 
his bag of ants, which he has previous­ 
ly fastened tightly at the mouth. After 
several minutes the water gives off a 
very strong penetrating odor of formic 
acid. The bath is now ready, and the 
Invalid Is put into it. Such a bath has 
a very active irritant action on the 
skin, being, In fact, a counter irritntlon 
that causes the rheumatic pains to dis­ 
appear.—Strand Magazine. 


V e n e z u e la n C o w b o y s. 
When the Venezuelan cowboy wishes 
to catch a bull or cow for branding or 
for any purpose, he rides alongside it 
and, with horse and bovine on the 
dead run, stoops from his saddle, 
grasps the creature’s tail and with a 
sharp, peculiar twist sends the animal 
rolling on Its back. 
From the force 
with which it falls the creature’s 
horns almost Invariably pin Its head 
to the ground, giving the vaquero lime 
to dismount and sit on its head, hold­ 
ing the animal helpless to rise, while a 
companion ties its legs.
